"baro,  and  other  "buildings  to  find,  and  remove,  fire  hazards. 

ZADDERLY:    I  "believe  there  are  charts  showing  the  things  to  look  for  and  do, 

PRICE:    Yes,  verj''  simple,  practical  charts.    Even  the  .^'oungsters  can  use  them. 
In  fact,  in  some  states,  4r-H  cluh  "boys  a.nd  girls  have  done  a  fine  oo"b  finding 
and  correcting  fire  hazards  in  their  homes  and  "buildings,

PBICE:      Part  of  the  answer  is  to  keep,  in*  good  condition  ■ —  and  keep  ready  for 
paction — tlie  equipment  already  on  fams.    I  neaxi.  axes,   shovels,  nnd  ladders — 
rnd  vr'.tcr  "buckets,  "barrels  of  water,  and  .punp&— -In  addition,  sone  rural  fire 
conpnnios  arc  a,rranging  vdth  fire  conv)a:iies  in  noar-"by  tov.v.s  to  nnko  runs  into  . 
the  country,  not  only  fire  trucks  "but  also,  where  necessary  with  tanks  of  w^.ter. 

And  here's  an  idea  that  nay  hold  possibilities.    In  soue  parts  of  the 
country,  faiTAcrs  r.ay  fight  fires  vdth  high  pressure  ST).ray  rigs.    Under  sone 
conditions,  the  mist  \iroiks  even  'better  than  a  strcan  of  water.    The  -li sty  spray 
tends  to  snother  a  fire  alr.iost  like  a  chenical  extinguisher.    But  rcnenbor, 
it's  got  to  DC  hdgh  pressure— and  also  a  spray  nozzle  nust  "be  used, 

KADDEELY:    Those  high  pressure  spray  rigs  are  confined  uainly  to  the  f  ruit  and 
truck  regions  in  the  Bast  and  VTest,

HIICE:    Vcr;''  true.    But  those. are  the  "defense  zones"  v;hore  danger  of  fire 
night  "be  especially  great, 

EADDEHLY:    Well,  the  high  pressure  spray  rig  DOES  sound  as  if  it  has  possi- 
hilitics, 

How,  Dr,  Price,  how  can  farr.i  far.iilies  got  those  chedc  sheets — and  how 
can  they  get  help  in  orgaiiizing  rural  fire  conpa;iies, .  and  find  out  a'bout  new 
developnents  in  fire  fighting  such  as  the  use  of  spray  rigs. 

PEIQE:    Contact  their  county  agricultural  agent,  or  State  agricultural  exten- 
sion service.    The  Agricultural  Extension  people  are  prepared  to  give  every 
possi"ble  aid  to  fam  fai'.iilios  in  neeting  this  wair-tine  fire  pro"blon  on  the

KADDERLY:    Fam  and  Hone  friends,  that  \^ras  Dr.  David  J.  Price,  a  Dcpartnent 
of  Agriculttire  authority  on  fam  fires,  and  also  president  of  the  National 
Eire  Protection  Association, 

As  Dr.  Prico  suggested,  you  can  get  those  charts  to  guide  you  in  checking 
and  correcting  fire  hazards  on  your  fam,  and  aid  in  organizing  a  fire  cor.;pany 
in  your  coi-inunity,  fron  your  co-unty  agricultural  agent,  or  your  State  agricultural 
extension  service. 
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
